* We may speak truthfally of the 
strength of paper, yet how like = para: 
@ox it sounds! From chikthood we 
have been accustomed to take frequent 
Mberties with the filmsy material, to 
fold and rend it according to our lght- 
est whim, and now to apeak of it as 
stropg! But strong it is, and the bosi- 
ness world: of America is bound into a 
cohesive whole by the fibers of mil- 
ons of notes, checks and drafts which 
pledge the honor and credit of its citi 
zens. 

In thig brief article wo shall attempt 
to define three kinds of commercial pa- 
Per—bills of exchange, promissory 
notes and bank checks—that are all! 
business contract. ‘They are con- 
tracts, however, os to which business 
convenience decrees that the form 
sball be just as important as the sub- 
stance,

payment of his services, our rights, so 
far as that note is concerned, are large- 
Jy determined by the exact form in 
which I fssued it, ‘taken in connection 
of course with the ‘subsequent indorse- 
ments—that is, whatever written ad- 
ditiong were afterward made to it fo 
tho course of business. 

The vital feature of bills of exchange 
or drafts, as they are generally called 
promissory notes and bank checks is 
thelr negotiability—that is to say, they 
are a special class of contracts which 
are so framed ahd so favored by tho 
Jaw that if certain rules are adhered to 
they can be passed from man to man 
quite as freely and far more conren- 
fently than actual cash, 

An ordinary contract may be assign- 
ed or transferred from ono to another, 
Thus if 1 have agreed to furnish a 
large factory with knitting machines I 
may assign my right to be paid for 
doing so to Bogardos for a raluable 
consideration. Suppose, though, that E 
misrepresented some important fextarc 
of my knitting machines to the Suc 
cess Textile company, which ordered 
them, and after I have transferred my 
rights in the contract to Bogardus thee 
find It out, Under such circumstances 
the textile company can employ the Ce 
Zense of misrepresentation agtinst Bo.

Mast Assume Another Defensive. 

LONDON, Oct, 1.—The nineteenth 
day of the battle of the Aisne finds 
the aliled armies pusbing with’ aU 
the strength they can bring to bear 
in thelr great effort to outflank the 
German right wing and force it back 
from its line .of communications 
through Belgium. 

There ts evidence that this move-

H. Whitehouse,  M.P., for Lanark- 
shire who bas just returned from 5 
tour around Antwerp for the pur- 
pose of assisting in the relief mea- 
sures. In describing the dsmage 
which he says.the Belgians had to 
*°/ inflit themselves to supplement the 
defences of Antwerp, he sald, “‘Hun- 
dreds‘of thougands of trees have been 
cut down, s0 that at some points of 
our journey we had the impression of 

passing through’ a wilderness of 
rocks. The tree trunks had all been 
removed so 8s to afford no cover to 
the enemy. All houses had been 
blown up, or otherwise destroyed. 
Later wo passed through the count 
which had been flooded as a further 
measure of.defence. The damage re- 
sulting from these precautionary 
measures alone amounted to  $50,- 
000,000. In the villages all ordinary 
life was arrested. Women and chil- 
dren* were standing ©r sitting ‘dumb 
and patient by the’ roadside. Half 
way to Termonde -we could plainly 
hear the booming of guns, and saw 
many evidences of tho battle which 
was then raging. 











Termonde in Ruins 

“7 had read newspaper accounts of 
the destruction of Termonde, ani 
had seen photographs, but they had 
not conveyod to my mind sny reali- 
zation of the horrors of what actual- 
ly happened. 1 went through street 
afler street, square afler square, and 
I found every house entirely destroy: 
ed, with all the contents. It was not 
the result of bombardment. It was 
systematic destruction. 

A blind’ woman and her duughter 
groped among the mins. They were 
the sole living creatures in the whole 
town. Two or perhaps three houses 
bore the German command in chalk 
that they were not te be burned. 
These remuined standing, but desert- 
ed, amidst the ruins on either side.

“We are, therefore, {nce to face 
with u fact which has rarely, if ever, 
occurred-ini the history of the world— 
an entire nation is in a state of fam- 
ine, and that within half a, day’s 
ourney of ‘nur owl shores. The com- 
pleteness of the destruction in each 
individual case was explained to. m2 
later by the Belgium ministers, who 
described numerous appliances which 
the German soldiers carried for des- 
troying property. Not only were 
hand bombs of various sizes"ahnd de- 
scriptions carried, but each eoldier 
was supplied with a quantity of small 
black discs, a little bigger than 4 
sixpenny piece. I saw some Of these 
discs which had been taken from 
German soldiers on the field of bat- 
tle. These were described to be us 
composed of compressed benzine. 
When lighted they burned -Drilliantly 
for a few minutes, nnd are_sufficient 
to start whatever fire is necessary. 
after the explosion of a bomb. To 
the conditions of famine and home- 
lexaness which exist on such a atu- 
pendous scale there must he added 
the mental panic in which many sur- 
vivors remain.

Germans ran For Armistice and’ 
Belgians Refuse . 


Attack on Belgian Stronghold Proves, 
Disastrous. For Inyaders, Who 
Have Been Repulsed — German 
Force at Dutch Frontier Captures 

‘\ Lanaken — Belgians Have De- 
stroyed Bridges Over Nethe. 


LONDON, Oct, 5.— A despatch to 
the Central News ‘from Antwerp, 
dated Sunday night, says: 

“The Germans. have been repulsed. 
They asked for a two-hour armistice 
to bury their dead, but the Belgians 
refused to comply. 


“The Belgians have destroyed all 
the bridges over the River Nethe. 
The Germans attempted unsuccess- 
fully to rebuild the bridges.” 
“Reuter’a Amsterdam correspondent 
in a despatch filed Sunday, says: 
“The German troops to-day dis- 
played ‘greater activity, around the 
Dutch frontier. They occupied Lan- 
aken after a short bombardment.” 
An earlier despatch sald: ‘The 
Germans have also been active in two 
widely-separated parts of Belgium. 
They visited Tournal on Saturday 
and announced that they were an ad- 
vance guard of 10,000 men proceed- 
ing to Lille, while last night and this 
morning fighting was going on far to 
the east near Lanaken, northwest of 
Maestricht, One report said that 
Lanaken was on fire, but another de- 
clared that it was a nearby village 
that was burning. A number of fugi- 
Uves have arrived at Maestricht, as 
well as some Belgian soldiers, who 
have been interned.” 
*. GHENT, Oct. 56. — The Germans 
made no forward movement all day 
Saturday. Southward of Antwerp 
there has been scarcely a shot fired 
near tho Antwerp forts or the Scheldt 
defences. Skirting Ghent on the loop 
line, 1 have seen many trains In oper- 
ation. Early yesterday morning the 
Germaps blew up the rallway bridge 
near Grammont to prevent the allies 
from using that route to cut off the 
German retreat from northern France

“ITCHING FOR A SCRAP" 

Here is a cheery letter from 
midshipman “in one of the Britisl 
battleships that are waiting for the 
German Fleet 10 come out of hid- 
ing; it mppearel in the London 
Morning Post:—"A rumor got about 
that we had been sunk, some wood- 
en gear that we had thrown over- 
loard beine fonnd. We hava not 
Teen sunk yet, nor, J am sorfy ta 
say, have we sunk ony Germans. By 
the time this fetches up, however, 
I hope we shall have met them, cap- 
tured most ém, and sunk the 
rest. We are all itwhing for a scrap, 
and this routine is getting rather 
nMnotonous, We go to night defense 
stations for three-and-halt hours ev- 
ery night, and sleep in our clothes 
during our watch off ayd after day- 
light. We go into harhor to coal 
every four er five days. In the day- 
lime at s¢a we have nothing ta do 
except 19 rig night defence’ pear 
(searchlights ure atowed below it 
daylight), do physie&l del. running 
uround the ship, &e,, to keep our- 
selves fit, and occasionally going $4 
action .stations, Of emuirse thers 
have been various alarms, when we 
have to Yush {> our stations. Rut 
they aré generally caused by some 
ham-handed horse marine fiting! 
gun by mistake, or by some swivel- 
eyed look-out ‘seeing one of our own 
ships and thinking it the enemy, or 
mistaking « treacle-lin for the per- 
iscope cf a “submarine. Anyhow, 
none of them have come to any- 
thing; but they tend to relieve the 
monotony, alhough at the expénse 
of sleep, which is a rare Iuxury, ea 
pecially at night. We have to sleep 
in the signal house so a8 to be near 
our searchlights, and are waked up 
every-two or. three ‘minutes by si¢- 
nahnen coming in and falling over 
our feet (f can imagine you ‘saying 
it serves me right for having such 
hig ones). It is the. only place 
where they can switch on a light to 
tead signals, But in spite of theae 
little inconyentences, I dare say we 
ccm off hetter than you. T am very 
sorry for everybody left at home; 
the war must affect. them much 
more than’ it does us. I expect Hal 
is taking the war very seriously anil 
thinks it ‘balmy’ that he can't RO to 
the front or come to sea. 1 am not 
allowed to tell you anything, and‘ io 
will write ne more nonsense,”

Allies and Germans Ara Dead- 
locked on the Alsne. 









































French War Office Communique Re 
ports Operations on a Wider Scale 
Than Heretofore With Gains at 
Some Points and Ketirements at 
Others—Bodles of German Caral- 
ry South of Lille. 


LONDON, Oct. 7.—The sixty-third 
day of the great war of Europe saw a 
tepetition of what the peoples of all 
the countries bave forced themselves 
to expect, perhaps for months to 
come—no decisive conflict on Jand 
or sea. 


From Berlin to London came noth- 
ing in the way of Germany's claim 
to progress or reverses, From Petro- 
grad came whet has flowed without 
interruption for weeks — consistent 
claims to the progress of Russian 
arms. 

From Paris at the usual mid-after- 
noon hour was issued the usual com- 
munication, so-called, Interpreting 
the situation along the battle line of 
the western theatre of the war, Io 
the Mght of those opposing the Ger- 
man invasion, . There were in the 
closely worded communication, cryp- 
lic to an extent, as always, hints of 
@ greater diversity of operations than 
it ordinarily contains. 

Above all stood out the presence of 
what was described as large masses 
of German cavalry near Lille, as the 
crow files, hardly ten miles from the 
Belgian frontier, and bebind them 
German forces moving on a line be-+ 
tween Tourcoing and Armentieres, 
the latter point right at the Belgian 
border. 

At the same time the official com- 
munication makes it plain that the. 
allfes have not been idle and have 
been extending their lines on tag tott 
wing more and more widely. low 
for blow around the Arras, the scene 
of sanguinary fighting recently, is 
evidently still in order there. The 
same may be sald of the region be- 
tween the Somme and the Olse, for 
It is noticeable that the allies bave 
claimed nothing there to-day except 
@ see-saw advance and retirement. 
They do maintain that they have re- 
pulsed the enemy near Lassigny, up- 
on which the Germans made a violent 
attack. 

At Solssons, where the allies re- 
cently cleared the German trenches, 
they have, according to the announce- 
ment, pressed thelr advantage by 
making a slight advance. It is Noyon 
which forms the elbow from which 
the allied Hne sweeps eastward. 
Some advance for the allles Is also re- 
Ported at Berry au Bac, From Bel- 
glum comes nothing to Indicate any 
change in the situation around Ant- 
werp, except a brief Iine tucked at 
the bottom of the Paris official state- 
ment asserting that the German at- 
tacks along the River Rupel and the 
River Nethe have failed. 

The British preas takes occasion to 
emphasize that while the battle of 
the Aisne holds first claim ip the mat- 
ter of sentimental interest, the gigan- 
tic operations. of the Russian, Cer- 
man and Austrian crmies fn the east 
may first bring the solution of the 
war. 

The Standard’s correspondent in 
Paris, wirlng last night, says: The 
situation to-night continues favor- 
able. The battle on the Aisne is 
gradually moving northwards of tho 
Somme, and the enemy is now oc 
cupying nearly the same ground as 
he did in the middle of August. The 
moral position {s, however, radically 
changed, and the German {invading 
army, instead’ of promenading against 
a retreating foe, is desperately mak- 
ing what may be {ts last atand in 
France. The Belgian army {is again 
playing 2 role of the greatest import- 
ance, and all efforts of Germany to 
prevent the Belgians from taking the 
offensive and threatening the rear 
and the communications of the army 
fighting for its Ife against the Allies 
have failed.

2 mine came near having 2 conflagra- 
don from hers, says a writer in Good 
Housekeeping. Sbe smelled - somo 
thing burning In the kitchen and bur 
ded in.to dnd, to her astonishment, 
that volumes of smoke were rolling 
from the fireless cooker. Tho latter 
Was not in use at the time and, more- 
over, the ds were all standing open. 
The cause of the trouble was sponta- 
neous combustion of the “stuffing” be- 
tween the compartments, 

It seems that the cook bad not been 
tareful in wiping out the moisture aft 
er the food had been cooked, and the 
metal lining had rusted and so boles 
had come at the bottom. The heat 
from tho radiators got through these 
to the “stufling,” and when ‘enough 
had been stored up in this Interior 
spontancous combustion occurred, just 
as it sometimes does with a bale of 
cotton, The Insurance company made 
food to my friend the destruction of 
the fireicss cooker, and sho has pur 
chased the latest model, which is po 
lain ined, and, therefore, may, not be 
subject to the same danger. But still 
we have now got to watch our Srelesa 
cookers lest they catch afire. 

Cookers which are not scamless lined 
must be kept dry and open to air when 
not in tse or rusting will inevitably re 
sult. Given this caro they will not

-. IN THE WAR TIMES 
; wns as ‘ 

The first Canadian provincial gov- 
ernment to take practical steps to float 
\ a Joan ‘during war time is Ontario, 
The province is selling $1,000,000 five- 
year 5 percent. bonds in Canada and 
the loon ik expected to have a good 
reception, Ontario avade — inquiries 
with a view to marketing this loan in 
the United States, but were informed 
‘by bankers there that President Wil- 
son's bans on loans being raised in the 
UWnitet! States for governments at war 
would seem to include Canadian pro- 
vincial gorernments. The London 
market also beiny closed, Ontario will 
sell its bonds here.

Allies Are Racin to Eee Jinc’ 
_tion With Remnoent. 








Ostend’s Okan Has Not Been 
Reported But a Short Time Will 
Probably Seé the Germans There 

United Fores of Allies’ Will 
Crosh Von Kink — Three Days’ 
Battle Ends In Capture of Ypres. 


LONDON, Oct. 15,—The occupa- 
of Ostend bas not been officially re- 
ported bere yet, but there js no doubt 
in Longon official circles that it will 
be accomplished within a very short 
time, despite yesterday afternoon's 
ement of the Admiralty ‘that it 
bas not yet been occupied. The news 
of.the occupation of Ypres by the 
‘troops of the allies ia believed to 
have an important bearing on ihe 
situation with regard to Ostend. 

With practically all of Belgium in 
German bands, and with at least 50,- 
000 fresh German troops reported en 
route to Bruges and Ostend from 
Ghent, it is generally accepted here 
that the next. move in the Belgian 
theatre of war will be a race between 
the allles and the Germans for the 
remnants of the Belgian army, which 
is now believed to have arranged to 
ate Ostend at the most favor- 
able moment for s dash to join the 
extreme left wing of the aliles. 
Ghent is about thirty miles from 
Ostend, while- Ypres is only .about 
twenty miles away. The former lt 
{s.east and a little south of the B 
giao seaport, while Ypres is almost 
directly south, If the junction can 
be made between the Belgians and 
the extreme left of the allles, which 
apparentiy hes pussed even north of 
Ypres, not only will the continuity of 
the line opposed to the German ad- 
vance into France be maintained, but 
greater force will be given to the 
final atlempt to crumple up the right 
flank of the armies of Generals Von 
Kiluk and Von Bochm, without leay- 
Ing the coaat from Ontend ta Calais at 
the mercy of the invaders. 

If, on the other hand, the fresh 
German troops succeed in culting off 
the Netgian forcen they will have 
xalned a tremendous advantage In 
their campaicn ta occupy the entire 
coaat from the Scheldt to Dunkirk, 
and poraibly even to Calais.

PARIS, Oct. 15.—The exact post- 
thona of the bulk ofthe allied armies 
are belong kept strictly secret, but {t 
ie belleved that the forces In.

The German cavalry around Haze- 
brouck, France, which, masked a 
movement of the infan had. al- 
ready suffered a rude check from the 
allies before the battle at Ypres, be- 
cause the Germans were unable to 
operate freely in ma3s, owing to the 
nature of the ground where they, 
were virtuaily at the mercy of the al-

At {important points on 
both coasts the defences have ,been 
strengthened and guns, have been 
mounted. Other coast and harbor 
defences, the nature of which it is 
not desirable to publish, have. also 
been prepared. Expert military ad- 
visers of the Government advise that 
this force could be very rapidly in- 
creased from the active militia at a 
few hours’ natice, and they consider 
that every reasonable safeguard 
against successful attack bas been 
provided. 

“As to the organization and de- 
spatch of further contingents the fot- 
lowing conclusions have been 
reached: 

“(1) From the present time until 
the end of the war, so long as the 
War Office shall deem it advisable, 
fanada will keep continuously in 
training and under arms (in addition 
to the elght thousand men abore 
mentioned) 20,000 men.

WASHINGTON Oct. 22.— Despatch- 
es to the British Embassy give an ab- 


stract of a manifesto issued by leaders 
of the Labor party, declaring their 
sympathy with the action of the Brit- 
ish Government In the present war. 
The Labor leaders urged that German 
victory “would mean the death of dem- 
yeracy in Europe.” The statement is 
as follows: 

“Manifesto issued, entitled ‘British 
Labor Movement and War,’ signed by 
Labor members ang leaders of the La- 
bor movements, declares false the 
statement made in varifous countries 
regardjng tee attitude of Labor to war. 
Thoy always hoped for peace, but that 
hope was destroyed by the Kaiser. 

“It condemns German's wanton vio- 
lation of Belgium's neutrality and re- 
cognizes that Britain, after exhausting 
the resources of peaceful diplomacy, 
was bound in honor aa by treaty to re- 
sist Germany's aggression. {The vic- 
tory of Germany would. mean the 
death of democracy in Europe, conse- 
quently the Labor party supports the 
Government. Until Germany Is beaten 
there can be no peace. 

“The President of the Local Govern- 
ment Board states that fears of wide- 
spread dislocation of trade have prov- 
ed unfounded, and, with a few excep- 
tons, unemployment Is very much less 
serious than anticipated. Many din: 
tricts report that trade Is experiencing 
a distinct revival. — 

“The German paper, 
states that hundredé of thousands In 
Germany are without work and de- 
pendent upon charity. Winter will in- 
crease enormously the number and 
misery of the unemployed.

In other words, unin- 
tentfonal ignorance of God is not a 
crime to be punished, but a defect to } 
be corrected in due time by the bless- / 
ings of Messiah's Kingdom. 

When thinking of the wrath of 
God coming upon the world, we are 
not to think of the Almighty as hav- 
ing exercised great patience for cen- 
Aturies and finally losing His temper 
and wreaking vengeance upon “His 
creatures, Such a thought might be 
‘gathered from some of the expres- 
sions of the Scriptures, because of 
adaptation of language to human 
comprehension, and-more or less loss 
. of the true sentiment ‘in translating 

and through the mental gloss of the 

translators. . 

In any event let us remember that 
this wrath'of God and the judgments 
coming. upon the world are wholly 
different from the legends—namely, 
eternal torture at*the bands of de- 
mons, taught us by our creeds, In- 
stinctively, a part of the dread we 
have of death in every form—by war, 
famine and sickneas—is the fear of 
that eternal torture nightmare thrust 
upon us° from childhood,” i{neulcated 
by all the creeds of Christendom, but 
without Bible foundation when the 
latter is properly’ translated’ and 
rightly understood. 

Furthermore, we should remember 
that while God has foretold the 
-troubles of ‘the Day of Wrath for 
centuries and indicates that He will 
have to do with their pregipitation 
upon the world, nevertheless else- 
where He also shows us that these 
troubles really come from ourselves, 
that they are the outgrowth of hu 
man wrongdoing, and that these dire 

penalties of ain would have wrecked 
our social and religious fabric long, . 
lorg ago, had not Divine Providence? 
forfended us—@lding © back~ the 
storm of human passion and. avarice, 
and permitting it to.come only now, 
in the end of the Age, at the time }

But the Scriptures declare that the 
punishments upon the Jews which 
culminated in the destruction of 
Jerusalem in A. D, 70° were, some of 
them, for sins committed “long” be- 
fore. Notice Jesus’ words; ‘The blood 
of all the Prophets, which was ahed 
from the foundation. of the world, 
shall be required of this generation; 
from the blood of'Abel unto the blood 
of Zacharias, 'who™ perished ‘between 
the Allar and ‘the ‘Temple."—Luke 
11:50, 51. “Bh fi é 
Wherein was the justice in exact« 
{ng all that of the people Jiving in 
the close of that Age? We reply that 
those people had far more responsi- 
bility than all who preceded them. 
They had a great Light amongst 
them, shining from Jesus and the 
early saints. In thelr treatment of 
these lightbearers, crucifying ' them 
ard variously injuring them, upon 
that last generation of the Jewish 
Age, “wrath camg to the uttermost.” 

The Bible intimates that aslmilar 
aggregations of punishment are to 
be expected In the end of this Gos- 
pel Age. The great Time of Trouble, 
or Day of Wrath, is the “recompense 
of the controversy of Zjon"—the 
saicts, the true Church, For elgh- 
teen hundred years han Jesus pro- 
phetically declared that the Kingdom 
class would suffer ylolence; and the 
violent have usurped the place of t! 
true by force. 

All the while, the violent bave out- 
wardly been posing as the True 
Church of Christ, while thesaints of 
God in every epoch and In every cen- 
tury have suffered—‘“as deceivers 
and. yet true; as poor, yet making 
many rich; as haying nothing, yet 
possessing all things.” (2 Corin- 
thians 6:8-10.) “Heirs of God and 
Joipt-heira with Christ” (Romana 
8:17), they have been counted “the 
filth and offscouring of the earth,” 
“of whom the world was not 
worthy,” 

But’ the sin of their persecutora 
must be IMquidated, even though the 
persecutors themselves will all even- 
tually be dorgiven. From this yiew- 
point, the “Time of Trouble such as

Our positions 
were everywhere maintained, and we 


fy continued to advance to the north 


and to the‘east of Ypres. We also 
made some progress between Cam- 
brin, to the southwest of La Bassco 
and Arres. 

“Further information continues to’ 
confirm previous reporia that tho 
German losses In dead, wounded and 
prisoners have been considerable in 
the northern region. 

“On the right bank of the Aisne the 
Germans attempted at night a very 
violent offensive movement In the re- 
gion of Craonne, On tho heights of 
the Chemins Des Dames they. have 
been repulsed. 

“In the Woewre region our troops 
have continued thelr advance in the 
forests between Apremont and St. 
Mihlel, as well as in the forests of 
Le Pretre.” 


HOLLAND IS UNEASY. 


Discovery of Cement Gun Bed Is 
Among the Causes of Anxfety. 


ROOSENDAAL, Oct. 29.—Holland 
is feeling’ the preasure of the war al- 
most as much as If she were engaged 
in it. The report that the Germans 
are massing large numbers of troops 
on the eastern border is causng great 
uneasiness throughout Holland. The 
alleged discovery of a tennis court 
with cement nine feet thick on the 
property of a German In the vicinity 
of Arnhelin and statements that Ger- 
man sples have been active near Arn- 
heim and at other points close to 
the German, border seem to Intensify 
the anxlety,of the Hollanders. 

A Dutch army of over 300,000 
trained men’ is scattered at strategic 
points along!the Belgian and German 
borders. Roosendaal Is the principal 
troops centre, as it is the only gate 
to Belgium that fs now open. Hun- 
dreds of military automobiles leave 
bere dally vaith messages and sup- 
piles for the border troops. 

TI mouth of the River Scheldt 
and WI the capals are heavy guard- 
ed, A large garrison at Flusbing 1s 
guarding the docks and railway stn- 
tions Ip order to prevent any altlempt 
to violate the neutrality of the 
Scheldt. The river Is heavily mined 
and Dutch cruisers and torpedo-boat 
destroyers are lying at its mouth to 
rive any necessary. co-operation to the 
land forces, 


BRITAIN, 15 GRATIFIED. 


Eagerness of ‘Canadians To Enlist 
Elicits Favorable Comments. 

LONDON, Oct. 29.— The greatest 
gratification is expressed here at the 
reports from Canada of anxicty to en- 
list fn the secomd contingent. Com- 
ment is frequent on the fact that 
Canada Is offering belter terms of en- 
listment than are offered for the 
home army. The Liverpool Courler, 
for Snstance, says that Canada has 
spent enormous sums on emigration 
propaganda, and perhaps she Is a Iit- 
tle nervous lest the attractions of the 
old world should prove too strong for 
her newer sons, when they find them- 
selves back amongst their English 
friends and relatives. The Courier 
asserts that each man is promised a 
grant of Jand on his return to Canada. 

A promising response {fs being 
made to Sir Edward Ward’s appeal 
for gifts of books for the troops at 
Salisbury Plains. Fifty thousand vol- 
umes are asked for, anid these will 
certainly be quickly obtained. Col. 
Ward bas been appointed by the War 
Office generally to advisé Lord 
Kitchener in regard to matters af- 
fecting the overseas contingents. His 
jdea Is to organize a lending library 
at Salisbury camp.

Will Occur Says Premier, 

COPENHAGEN, Oct. 29. — (Via 
Landon.) — The question of British 
warships seizing steamers on the way 
from America to Denmark wag ralsed 
in Parliament Tuesday when a mem- 
ber asked whether the Government 
could guarante that corn ,and: food- 
stuffs imported from America were 
not re-exported to Germany.

Heavy Artillery Is Being Put Into 


Place on Coast—Attempt of the 
Kalser’s Armies to Advance He- 
tween Ypres and Dixmude Is Ke- 
pulsed and French Gain Ground— 
Crown Prince Gives Up Positions, 


LONDON, Oct. 29.—The scene of 
the fighting’ shifted slightly yesler- 
day. Instead of the Germans contin- 
ulng to direct their main assaults on 
the Ine between Nieuport and Dix- 
mude they essayed a major opera- 
tion further east, between Ypres and 

! Dixmude. Two French columns op- 
erating from Ypres met the brunt of 
this new movement, and not only 
stopped the Germans, but actually 
gained considerable ground. One col- 
umn advanced east and the other 
directly north, the latter meeting the 
sternest resistance. A bayonet charge 
finally dislodged the Germans from 
ceveral lines of trenches. 

The fire of the French and British 
warships has effectually prevented 
the Germans from operations along 
the coaat line of Flandprs, but it now 
appears that a new phase of the cam-

lery of the invaders Is being brought i 


_ into position. At Zcebruge, just east 
| of Ostend, five train loads of artillery 
) are reported to have arrived. A hur- 
| redrnimegvent is under way to fortify 
the whole Belgian coast line from 
Heyst to Knocke. The Germans are 
turning to account every sand dune, 
wall and village commanded by thelr 
forces, and It is certain that any al- 
tempt of the allles to penetrate to- 
ward Ostend pill result in a heavy 
loss of life, Judging from present re- 
ports, the Kaiser's leaders intend to 
contest every foot of the ground 
which the allied tacticians deemed 
impossible of defence. 

In a battle for control of the line 
of canalateading from La Rassee to 
the sea, the French and British yes- 
terday won a most imporignt victory.

A wounded Eng- 
lish officer who reached London yes- 
: terday says a few Indlans a couple of

batteries. With tho stealth of Jungle 
creatures they came updn the sentries 
of the foe and strangled one after an- 
other of the outposts. Then they set 
fire to the thicket.in which the artil- 
lery and supplies were concealed, A 
fieres attack Immediately followed, 
preventing any effort to extingtish 
the blaze. When it was burning 
Nereely the Indtann suddenly fell 
| back, and almos- fmmediately there 
Was a series of terrible detonations as 
the ammunition wagons blew up, 
neattering death In every direction. 
* The Germans in the vicinity of the 
spot were almost totally destroyed. 
‘This officer says thet the British com- 
manding the indians have great trou- 
ble in restraining their men when 
once their blood is up and the excite- 
ment of the chase gets hold of thelr 
fierce natures.
